URSDAY, DL.CEMBER 81x, 
CHINESE PARIAWS. 


The following interesting oxplanation of a 
recent Chinese Decreo emancipating the 
“Dobee” of Chikiang, was written by the 
native nows ellitor of the N.C, Daity Newa: ~ 
“The * [o-ming,” which in the letters of tho 
decree means ‘degraded. poople,” but which ave 
ordinarily. written with the Tottors pearing the 
same sound phouetically but o different mean- 
ing, that is to say, the “oxiled people,” are 
descendants of tho Mongols who came to China 
in the 13th century with Gonghiz Khan, the 
famous Mongol eonquoror of a large part of the 
two continents of Knrops and Asia, Aftor 
Genghiz, Khan (whose dynasty is ealled 
in Chineso history the Chin, or * Gold ” 
dynasty) lsad conquered about half of the thon 
Chinese Empire; southwards, down to the 
northera banks of the Yangtez, driving | 
the Emperor Kao Tsung of the Sung dynasty: 
south of the river, he (Genghiz Khan) left the 
work of completing tha conquest to his prin- 
cipal General Hu Pih.1i (named Kublai Khan by 

‘arco Polo in his book of travels) whilo he him- 
self started in his Western carcor of conquest into 
Europe. Hu Pib-ti proclaimed himsél Em- 
poror of China in A.D. 1275 under the name 
of Shih Tsung and with the dynastic title of 
Yuan "or Primordinl. The Yuan dynasty 
existed not quité one hundred years, but during 
that time. the unlucky people’ of Chine had 
eause to curso the very name of Mongol, for 
the Mongols governed most cruelly ‘and sin- 
guinarily—to put it mildly. Heneo whou they 
were driven out of the comtry by the 
fret Emperor ot the Ming dynasty {the pre- 
docessor of the presewt Munchu) Chu Titsa, 
Known officially,us the Emperor Hung Wu. 0 
general crusade was made by tho exasporated 
Chinese against the Mongols who remained in 
the country. These and those who were captured 
ju war by tho Chinese troops were banished 
principally to Ningpo and canton and there 
made to suffer all sorts of degradations, in 
yovenye for the cruelties theiv fathers had mate 
thé Chinese suffer. A Mongol oxile, or 
To-ming, colloquially called “Do-hes,” was 
treated like a very slave. Hoe’ was not allowed 
to go to school: nor to become an official. Ie 
could only be a barber, chiropodist, Jaundryman, 
or servant of the lowest class, while his women- 
folk had to he female lnirdressers (for Chinese 
Indies), waitresses upon prides at weddings, 
waghar-women, and do similar manual work. In 
Canton these exiled Mongols wore treated with 
the kame cruelty ; for yeurs there was na law 
for them, there was neither justice nor redress 
for such slaves, Only the most degraded, in 
Chinese estimation, menial work was for such 
oxiles, while in Canton they were compelled to 
Jeep themselves in boats—heuce their designa- 
‘tion ‘T'ing-chia (Canton colloquial, Tang ka) 
or boat population. none of whom was permitted 
to live on land or own a foot of it with the 
single-exception of six feet of burial ground. 
Tn tho first years of the Ming dynasty, tho 
conquorors of the Mongols, these ‘pat people 
were not allowed even to he puried on land; 
their corpses were either cast into the river or 
eremuted. 

While. the unfortunate Mongol exiles in 


benevolent deores, been emancipated, the same 
js uot apparent in the case of their com- 
patriots, the “ Tang-ko *” of Canton; in Kuang- 
tung province. Doubtless somo philanthropic 
person among the Cantonego gentry, sering the 
smocoss attending the efforty of the Chésiang 
notables, will follow their example and obtain 
tho franchise and privileges of ‘full citizenship 
for his townsmen, the Mongolian boating. 
population of Canton. 


AN EPISODE OF-THE SHA-HO

Rifle Division, and who was. sub- 
gequently decorated on the field with the St. 
George s Cross. 

“Tho hill is a precipitons rocky height, and, 
although the Japuneso had occupied it only a 
short time, they had thrown up very. strong 
dofencrs. Tho river. running at its foot in- 
creased the difficulty of the task, but it was 
scaled and carried successfully against tho 
unprecedented opposition ofa Japanese division, 
14,000 men, with mony guns, ‘The Roasian 
losses were terrible, The fighting on the crest 
of the Lill was altogether with cold steol, The 
Russian officers, with swords aloft, leading the 
eealing column, were litorally litted in the air 
by the Japanese bayonets, and the Japanese 
then hayoneted the first of the Russian soldiers 
who piled in the trenches. All the dead in the 
trenches were bayonetod, thoir weapons bearing 
marks of the dreadful combat.”--China Review..
